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YARMARK GOES 
TO JAIL AFTER 
APPEALS FAIL 


Ronald W. Yarmnrk, of Aspers 
and Washington, D. C„ Monday 
began serving a three to six-month 
sentence in the Adams County Jail 
fifteen months after he had been 
found guilty of a 16-count burglary 
and larceny charge arising from his 
removal of his car from the C W. 
Epley garage in October, 1956. after 
the car had been repossessed by the 
General Motors Acceptance Cor­ 
poration. 
In the meantime Yarmark had 
appealed his qase twice, once to the 
county court and once to the Supe­ 
rior Court of Pennsylvania, and had 
been turned down both times, 
One other defendant in the case 
with Yarmark completed his 45-day 
sentence more than a year before 
Yarmark began his term in Jail. 
Delayed By Storm 
Tile 37-year-old former Aspers 
manufacturer was committed to the 
county jail Monday afternoon about 
2:30 o’clock after appearing before 
the county court. 
He had been scheduled to appear 
before the local court Monday at 
the direction of the district attor­ 
ney after the Superior Court had 
rejected his appeal January 21. The 
district attorney had set Monday 
morning as the time for his arrival 
but Yarmark was “stuck” three 
times in driving here from Wash­ 
ington and did not arrive until 
Monday afternoon when his com­ 
mitment was ordered, 
November 21, 1956, Yarmark was 
found guilty on a 16-count charge 
which included counts of burglary, 
larceny, bribery, destroying records, 
removing goods to defraud creditors, 
conspiracy to burglarize, to steal, to 
forge, to bribe, to destroy records, 
to remove 
and 
secrete personal 
property to defraud creditors. 
Cullison Served Time 
Three 
associates 
of 
Yarmark, 
Howard L. Miller, Gettysburg R 4; 
Ralph Vernon Thompson, Fourth 
St., and William Joseph Cullison, 
Gettysburg R 
3, had 
previously 
entered pleas in connection with 
the remo\al of Yarmark’s car from 
the Epley garage. 
Yarm arks auto had been repos­ 
sessed, according to testimony at 
the trial, and had been stored in 
the Epley garage. Yarmark and the 
other men went to the garage, got 
the car into running condition and 
Yarmark drove it to Westminster. 
Yarmark then went to Harrisburg 
and paid up to date on the car to 
the GMAC and secured an exten­ 
sion of his contract with 
that 
agency. 
Last November 26 Cullison was 
sentenced to from 45 days to six 
months in jail for his part in the 
case: Thompson and Miller were 
fined $100 and placed on probation 
for a year. 
Must Pay $500 
Yarmark was not sentenced at 
that time because he had appealed 
the case on November 24. 
March 16, 1957, the county court 
handed down its opinion refusing a 
new’ trial and on April 27. 1957, sen­ 
tenced Yarmark To jail for three to 
six months, and ordered that he par 
a fine of $500 and the costs on two 
counts of the original 16. The court 
had dismissed five of the counts In 
its opinion refusing a new trial. 
Yarmark then appealed to the 
Superior 
Court, 
which 
in 
turn 
handed down its opinion last month 
upholding Judge W. C. Sheely’s 
decision, and then Yarmark was 
directed to return here Monday to 
begin his sentence 
He must also 
pay the fine and costs.

INCREASE HERE 


Although 
unem ploym ent 
claim s 
activity has increased considerably, 
Lawrence Cum mins, m anager of the 
i Bureau

Security, 
said th a t ‘‘th e overall em ployment 
picture in Adams County is not as 
bleak as it is in some neighboring 
areas ” 
Mr. Cum mins said th a t in the 
fourth quarter of 1957, the num ber 
of Initial claim s for com pensation 
increased by 356. or approxim ately 
30 per cent over the same quarter 
in 1956. 
In the sam e quarter, the continued 
claims load increased by 720 or about 
29 per cent over the same period in 
tile preceding year. 
"Cautious Optimism”
